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Claims : 

1. A method of treating a patient having a myocardial infarction 
comprising administration of a therapeutically effective 
amount of tissue factor protein antagonist to/ prevent 
reocclusion and a thrombolytic agent in a therapeutically 
effective amount to dissolve a fibrin-platelet clot. 



A method of treating a patient having angioplasty comprising 
administration of a therapeutically effective amount of tissue 
factor protein antagonist to prevent/ reocclusion and a 
thrombolytic agent in a therapeutically effective amount to
